IN BEER CASE 


Corp. Verbecken Says 


He Was Unable to 


Buy Beer Aft- 


er Midnight. 


SPRIGGS ENTERS 
COMPLETE DENIAL 


After a preliminary hearing this 


morning, Justice of the Peace John 
C. Shealer reserved his decision in 
an action, against Clarence Spriggs, 
of Pairplay, charged with selling 
beer after midnight, Sunday, June 9. 


The 
principal 
witness 
against 


Spriggs was Corporal A. B. Ver- 
becken, of the local sub-station of 
the state police, who testified he 
went to Spriggs place about 2 a. 
m. on Sunday morning. June 9, and 
saw two bottles of beer and two 
glasses of beer on the counter. 


The officer said he asked a wom- 


man, behind the counter to sell him. 
some beer. The woman, he said, 
then went into another room, re- 
turning about two minutes later and 
telling him that no beer could be 
purchased there after midnight. 


Made No Purchase 


In cross-examination by Franklin 


S. Bigham, Esq., counsel for Spriggs, 
Corporal Verbecken said he did not 
see anyone purchase beer on the 
premises, but he inferred that the 
beer on the counter had been pur- 
chased after midnight. 


Charles J. Haines, proprietor of a 


seafood restaurant along the Em- 
mitsburg road, a state witness, testi- 
fied that Councilman D. C. Stall- 
smith and M. E. Grouse, both or 
Gettysburg, were at his place snort- 
ly before midnight, and that he 
heard Stallsmith calling someone 
from there. He testified he did not 
hear whom Stallsmith called. 


Taking the witness stand on his 


own behalf, Spriggs denied he sold 
beer to Stallsmith or Grouse after 
midnight. The witness said Stall- 
smith called, him at 10 o'clock, Sat- 
urday evening, and told him to put 
some beer on ice and that he would 
bring a party of friends out later. 


Beer On Consignment 


Spriggs said the beer Stallsmith 


and his friends drank was beer left 
there by Stallsmith, manager of the 
John C. Lower company, of Gettys- 
burg, a distributor, on consignment. 
Spriggs said he received no money 
for the beer. 


Stallsmith corroborated Spriggs' 


testimony about the beer being sold 
to Spriggs on consignment and de- 
nied that he or his friends paid lor 
the beer. 


Grouse was present at the hoar- 


ing, but did not testify.

MISSING BOY'S 


BODY IS FOUND 


IN EAST RIVER 


Now York, June 15 (AP)—The 


body of little Jack Kaul, 5, was re- 
covered from the East River today, 
ending a frantic search which be- 
Ran June G when the 
boy disap- 


peared 
from 
a 
playground 
in 


fashionable Sutton Place on Man- 
hattan's East side. The body was 
identified by the boy's father, John 
Kaul. 


The body, taken from the river, 


roughly 10 miles from where ho last 
was seen, was viewed in the Ford- 
ham hospital morgue by his father. 
He collapsed after making identifi- 
cation. 


Recovery of tho body ended a po- 


lice search that has progresod on 
two theories since the child's disap- 
pearance. 
One theory, believed by 


his mother, was that he had fallen 
Into the river. Police also believed 
he might have b<?en seized by a 
woman of frustrated maternal in- 
stincts. 


It was learned 
authoritatively 


that the officers have the names 
of several persons who saw Gulden 
carrying what resembled a paint 
bucket, near the Hoke stable belore 
the fire. In the ruins of the barn, 
officers found an empty paint buck- 
et. 


Smelled Gasoline Odor

building, the rear of which is ad- 
jacent to the Hoke barn, said they 
smelled the odor ol gasoline belore 
the fire was discovered. 


Questioning of Gulden by state 


police has met with non-committal 
answers on the part of the prisoner. 
Corporal Verbecken said. 


The officers learned, however, that 


Gulden had worked for the Legion 
m the construction of an addition 
to the post home on Baltimore 
street, during the spring, and had 
been discharged. 
Legion men also 


told the officers Gulden had been 
refused admittance 
to the social 


rooms of the Legion. 


Revenge against the Legion and 


the influence of liquor are believed 
by officers to have motivated Gul- 
den in setting fire to the Hoke sta- 
ble. 


Officers today continued to ques- 


tion more than a score of persons in 
the hope of uncovering additional 
information concerning the origin 
of the fire and Gulden's movements 
on the night of the blaze.

becken, of the local sub-station of 
tile state police, who testified he 
went to Spriggs place ubout 2 a 
in. on Sunday morning, June 9, and 
saw two bottles of beer and two 
glasses of beer on the counter. 
'rive officer said he asked a wom- 
mau behind tile counter to sell him 
some beer. 
Tile woman, he said, 
then went into another room, re­ 
turning about two minutes later and 
telling him that no beer could be 
purchased there after midnight. 
Made No Purchase 
In cross-examination by Franklin 
S. Big ha rn, Esq., counsel for Spriggs, 
Corporal Verbecken said he did not 
see anyone purchase beer on the 
premises, but he Inferred that the 
beer on the counter had been pur­ 
chased after midnight. 
Charles J. Haines, proprietor of a 
seafood restaurant along the Em­ 
mitsburg road, a state witness, testi­ 
fied that Councilman D. C. Stall- 
smith and M 
E Crouse, both of 
Gettysburg, were at his place snort- 
ly before midnight, and that he 
lieard Stallsmith calling someone 
from there. 
He testified he did not 
hear whom Stallsmith called 
Taking the witness stand on his 
own behalf, Spriggs denied he sold 
beer to Stallsmith or Crouse after 
midnight. The witness said Stall- 
smith called, him at IO o'clock, Sat­ 
urday evening, and told 1dm to put 
some beer on Ice and that he would 
bring a party of friends out lutes. 
Beer On Consignment 
Spriggs said the beer Stallsmith 
and his friends drank was beer left 
there by Stallsmith, manager of the 
John C. Lower company, of Gettys­ 
burg. a distributor, on consignment. 
Spriggs said he received no money 
for the beer. 
Stallsmith 
corroborated 
Spriggs' 
testimony about the beer being sold 
to Spriggs on consignment and de­ 
nied that he or his friends paid for 
the boer. 
Crouse was present at the hear­ 
ing. but did not testify.

speedwells, are 
excellent 
garden 


plants adapted to a variety of uses 
All speedwells may easily be recog- 
nized by their spikes of small flow- 
eis, usually blue in color, but some- 
times white or pink 


"The tall, erect lypes, with long 


spikes of flowers, are fine plants for 
display in the summer border or for 
catting. 
Others are good foliage 


plants and are low enough for edg- 
ing the flower border. Still others 
are creeping in habit and are suit- 
able for rock garden, wall or paving- 
stone planting. 
They form, dense 


green mats which are attractive 
ground covers, even when not in 
flower. 
When in flower in early 


summer the foliage is completely 
hidden under a iheet of blue blos- 
soms. 


No Diseases Or Pests 


"Unlike 
the phlox, 
delphinium 


or.d other popular perennials, 
the 


speedwells have no specific diseases 
O! insect pests, but are 
healthy 


plants of easy culture. 
They will 


grow and bloom in any good, well 
drained 
soil in a sunny place. 


Plants do equally veil when planted 
in early spring or in the fall. Or- 
dinarily, as the plants form large 
clumps or mats, it is advisable every 
three years to lift, divide and re- 
plant them after enriching the soil. 
This is a good method of increasing 
one's supply of plants 


"Speedwells 
also may be 
in- 


creased by seed, but the plants will, 
not flower until the second 
year 


after sowing 
Some gardeners take 


cuttings 
from the 
larger border 


speedwells in the spring, when the 
^hoots are about six inches tall, and 
root them in a grcenho ise or cold 
frame.

THE RICHES OF THE MIND 


'T'HE wealth which we gather and store in the mind has to be taken 
* 
care of—even though there be no thieves to break in and steal. The 


fine thoughts which we think, and then set aside, must be given com- 
panionship in the shape of other thoughts—and, like a garden of flowers, 
these thoughts must be drenched now and then—with beauty—to keep 
them fresh. 


The story of that wonderful old monastery that James Hilton tells 


about in his remarkable book "Lost Horizon," is most inspiring. There the 
inhabitants lived to a great age and keep adding riches to their minds, 
instead of racing for material possessions. 
I read that book at a single 


sitting—which is a rare thing for me to do—and its beauty has haunted 
me ever since. 


Every once in a while I come across a book, or visit a new scene of 


natural beauty that is unique, and my mind is all aglow—like a sud- 
den light, or the earth, after a clean rain. A little book by Robert Her- 
rick called "The Master of the Inn," was such a book, and "Peggy's 
Cove," in Nova Scotia, was a scene. 


No matter how serious the material losses that come to us all, their 


value is only transitory 
But the riches which we store in the mind are 


there forever. We can live upon them, and feed our immortal soul upon 
them after everything material has been proved of small account. 


The richer we make this mind of ours, the poorer everything else 


seems. The greed for gain. The scramble for office and acclaim. 
The 


pride of ownership. The gloating over a beaten adversary. Silly, child- | 
ish, and foolish aims and acts are each. But every effort to make the | 
mind richer, cleaner, and greater in wealth, is an effort of permanence. | 


I once visited a palace home, with rarities mounting into the millions 1 


throughout its halls and rooms. There were lagoons, small lakes, huge 
gardens, flowers by the thousands all about—with the sea but a few 
paces away. It was a picture of elegance and wealth—but I experienced a 
larger and a nobler wealth with a friend, sitting upon a log beside a 
natural spectacle of wonder, as he spun words of wisdom and beauty in 
interpreting mysteries of which no dream of mine had ever hinted. 


Everything is fragile but pure beauty! It alone lives on.

characters, but as to another ac- 
cusing witness, a woman in red, she 
admitted her story. In the main,

Says It Was Husfe Money 


This witness was Mrs. Josephine 


Beall, wife of Arthur Beall, Darnes- 
town garage proprietor The mother 
of three children, Mrs. Beall told 
how Mrs. Lyddane had "laughed in 
my face" when she found her and 
Mr. Beall perked sn a machine in 
front of her home three years ago. 
In a low voice the defendant admit-

Ninety thousand Paraguayan and 
Bolivian soldiers stacked arms at 
noon Friday upon three years of

A "cease firing" order sent out by 


radio, telephone and telegraph along 
the thinly drawn 500-mile front 
reaching from the Pilcomayo river to 
the Brazilian frontier put an end.— 
temporarily at least—to fifty years 
of bitter, intermittently bloody in- 
ternational dispute over "El Gran 
Chaco" 
South 
America's "green 
hell " 


The silence that fell upon battle- 


fields was the signal for unre- 
strained, almost delirious rejoicing 
in La Paz and Asuncion, capitals of 
the belligerent nations 
All South 


America, in holiday, echoed their 
jubilance. 


Holiday Is Declared 


Virtually every country held sol- 


emn masses of thanksgiving-. Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, Chile and Peru de- 
clared official holidays. Argentines 
paused in one minute's silence to 
honor the many dead and Paraguay- 
ans and Bolivians alike danced and 
sang in the streets for joy. 


Diplomats long estranged by war- 


fare embraced 
Women with sons 


at the front wept for joy. 
Bells 


rang. Sirens shrilled. Guns roared 
salutes to peace 
Flags waved ev- 


erywhere, the Bolivian and Para- 
guayan colors intertwined 
above 


many buildings. 


A neutral military commission on 


which Capt Frederick Sharp, mili- 
tary attache here, represented the 
United States, arrived this morning 
at the Bolivian and Paraguayan 
headquarters, Villa Montes and Co- 
mancho, to supervise cessation of 
hostilities. 


Ten Days of Truce 


Ten days of truce went into effect 


at midday, during which legislators 
of the belligerents are expected to 
ratify the peace protocol drawn up 
at Buenos Aires by representatives 
of six neutral American nations, in- 
cluding the United States, and 
signed by the warring nations' for- 
eign ministers this week 


A second, formal 12-day truce be- 


gins with ratification. 
Simultane- 


ously the mediators here will start 
working out details of demobiliza- 
tion and demilitarization prepara- 
tory to discussion of the ancient ter- 
ritorial dispute

"Googy"

hinted that it was possible for the 
famous "Googy" noii to have been 
written in the hotel in which he 
worked here, rather than on her 


typewriter in tho Farmers/ Banking 
and Trust Company, as the State 
contended. 


The note, unsigned, was addressed 


to "Googy," and asked that either 
"the deal" be completed, or "the 
money" returned. James H Pugh, 
State's Attorney, charged that the 
deal was the murder plot and that 
the money mentioned was the re- 
tainer fee paid Cainell to give to 
Boland. 


The note was wiitten on paper 


similar to that in the bank, its en- 
velope was stuck together with red 
seals similar to those used by Mrs 
Lyddane. and the type face of type- 
wiiter was declared "identical" by 
two experts placed on the stand by 
the State. 


But Mrs Lyddane placed each of 


these items in the hotel at which 
Carnell was employed as a barten- 
der 
Shortly befoie the "Googy" 


note was written, It was testified, 
she gave Frank Abbo, proprietor of 
the hotel, a quantity of paper from 
her office. In one lunch hour, ahe 
said, she left behind two seals, simi- 
lar to the ones used on the "Googy" 
note
